The JEANNE 
organisation had been recruited by Gerard LETO teder 
tbs direction of BE3EK0W and Stumbannfushrer HAGEN 
from tbs espiomge service of R aynmd RICHARD. RICHARD 
himself has been arrested end his espioeiage : ' service 
largely but not entirely dissolved! ■ o separate report 
will be issued on the RICHARD case.- Ant 71 • will know 
that the RICHARD organisation oan no laager r .be used. The 
liquidation of the RICHARD service end* the 'further exploi- 
tation of OSTRICH are gradually beccodng different problems.

to believe that Madame MET has been arrested and her 
ooaiaots controlled, Notionolly, OSTRICH has not maib 
contact with Madame NET since her return to France, But 
there are uncontrolled contacts of Madame HET who know of 
the existence of the JEAHRB organisation and who are 
trying to discover what has happened to it; it must be 
assumed that they know that OSTRICH was to lead this 
organisation, and that therefore their curiosity extends
